SECTION  B.  Genera!  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority  are  :  — 

The  M.O.H.,  Sanitary  Inspector,  District  Nurses  and  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Nursing  in  the  Homes. 

The  District  Nurses  attend  cases  in  the  homes  where  necessary,  except  in  infectious 

cases. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  North  Riding  Laboratory,  Scarborough,  undertakes  all  necessary  work. 
Hospitals. 

There  is  no  change  in  former  arrangements.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Motor  Ambulance  continues  to  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  community. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  former  arrangements. 


Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  derived  from  various  sources  and  the  water  is  pure 
and  sufficient  in  quantity  except  in  drought  periods. 

There  have  been  excessive  demands  on  the  supply  throughout  the  area  in  the  last 
few  years  owing  to  military  occupation  On  the  whole  the  supply  is  piped.

Shops  and  Offices. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  Shops  Acts  as  regards  temperature 
and  ventilation,  but,  in  one  case  separate  Sanitary  accommodation  for  sexes  was  provided. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  Licences  have  been  issued  for  Camping  sites.  Small  numbers  of  Boy  Scouts 
occasionally  camp  in  fields  adjoining  farms,  for  short  periods,  but,  these  camps  have  been 
conducted  in  an  orderly  and  satisfactory  manner. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  nuisance  exists  from  smoke  in  the  area. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  in  the  district. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

With  the  exception  of  emergency  slaughters  all  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  a 
central  Slaughter-house  outside  the  District.  In  a  small  number  of  cases  the  attention  of 
the  authorities  has  been  drawn  to  carcases  which  appear  to  have  escaped  their  notice  and 
these  carcases  have  been  returned  for  salvage  purposes. 

Tinned  foods  have  been  regularly  inspected  in  the  shops  and  whenever  the 
quantity  condemned  was  sufficient  for  salvage  purposes  the  Salvage  Dept,  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food  was  informed.  A  few  whole  cheeses  were  condemned  and  these  were  returned  for 
re-processing. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  houses  either  Council  or  privately  owned  have  been  found  infested  with  Bed 
Bugs.  Cases  of  flea  infestation  have  been  found  and  dealt  with  by  spraying  with  insecti¬ 
cide  and  fumigation.
